AUSTRIAN FGREIGN
MINISTER UNEASY

Count von Aehrenthal Reported To
Be Anxious to Resign His
Portfolio.

Vienwa, Monday.—Count von Ashrenthal,
the Austro-Hungarlan Minlster of Forelgn
Affairs, it is positively asserted by Die
Zalt, last 'week begged to be permitted to
resign. The Emperor requested him to
rermain {n offics unitil March, but It is
generally believed that he will inslst upon
his remaining until the end of the Turce=
Itallan war. He wili then be succeeded,
according to the newspaper, by Count
Barohthold, at one time Ambassador at St.
Petersburg,

A sensation has been cansed in political
pircles here by some recent speeches of
Baron Fuochs, the Clarieal leader, who de-
clared that Italy is arming against Aus-
tria and when the war in Tripoll IS over
the King of Italy must elther fight Aus-
tris or go into exile.

Baron Fuchs also Insisted that the in-
timate relations which have for so long
exlsted between Austrig and Germany are
becoming weaker as the result of Aus-
tria’'s failure to support her ally in the
Morocean crisis. He lkewise complained
that Austria’s relations with the Ruksian
Emplre had not been well handled.

Biron Fuchs Is sald te have demanded
an explanation from Count von Aehren-
thal of the alleged differences between
Austria and Germany, but the Forelgn
Minister malntained silence on the =ub-
ject, Baron Fuchs therefore considered
that he was justified ih expressing pub-
llcly hia dissatisfactlon with Count wvon
Aehrenthal's foreign policy. g
